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HIGHLIGHTS: Showers and thunderstorms were 
widespread from Arizona to northern Georgia, along 
the eastern slopes of the middle and southern 
Appalachians, through the Mississippi Valley into 
Canada, and into the lower Ohio Valley. Severe 
weather damaged property damage from eastern Texas 
and the lower Mississippi Valley through the upper 
Mississippi Valley into Canada.

For years, the practice had been to label corn 
maturity in days. A 135 day variety would presumedly 
reach maturity 135 days after it was planted. This 
system does not take into account the complicated 
physiological processes that control growth and 
development of corn. The number of days required to 
reach maturity depends on the, location of the 
planting, and the weather that the plant is subjected 
to in a particular growing season. In most years, 
the period will be more or less than 135 days. It is 
hard to decide which maturity to plant to achieve 
maximum procuctior. A delayed planting might not 
provide the required number of days for your variety 
to mature. 

Each day does not contribute equally to the 
growth of plants. Growth is faster during the warm 
season than it is in ccld weather. On the other 
hand, summer temperature can be too high for optimum 
growth. Although other factors than temperature 
enter into determining the rate of growth, there is 
now @n acceptance among most seed producers to use 
the temperature based Growing Degree Units (CDU) 
concept to express maturity. There have been many of 
these "heat-unit" systems devised over the years. 
The one currently in use for corn is that initiated 
in 19€9 by the staff of the Weekly Weather and Crop 
Bulletin and several state universities and seed 
companies. 

Degree-day recorders anc totalizers, which 
accuniulate ongoing degree day measurements, are 
available from some meteorological equipment 
suppliers.

# in this system, Growing Degree Units are calculated by sub- 
tracting a base temperature of 50° (F) from the average of the 
maximum and minimum temperatures for the day. Corn 
doesn't grow much at temperatures below 50°. As the tem- 
perature rises, corn grows faster if moisture is plentiful. 
However, at a temperature higher than 86° the roots have in- 
creasing difficulty taking in water fast enough to keep the 
plant growing at full speed. GDU are calculated by the 
following equation.

HIGHLIGHTS: Shortness of moisture delayed planting 
and prevented germination in the Eastern Atlantic 
Coast States. Some Virginia farmers replanted corn 





because of poor germination. Farmers throughout 
most of the Nation had 5-6 days available for 
fieldwork, but farmers in South Dakota, Minnesota, 


Wisconsin, Nebraska, Mississippi, and Arkansas had 
less than 4 days available. 

Winter wheat was generally good but continued 
in the South Atlantic Coast States deteriorating as 
the moisture shortage increased. Heading was 
mostly limited to the Southwestern and Southeastern 
States, reaching 10 percent (%) in 16 of the 18 
major producing States and equaling the average. A 
few fields of winter wheat were harvested for grain 
in Texas. Spring wheat seeding surged 25 points 
ahead of last week to 52% complete, 16 points ahead 
of normal. Corn advanced to 22% planted in the 17 


major producing States, doubling the average. 
Sorghum was 21% planted in the 7 major producing 
States. However, planting progressed well in the

and the average. High winds with blowing sand 
damaged cotton in Arizona and California. Rice 
advanced to 41% seeded, which is almost normal. 
Soybean planting increased across the Southeast, 
and a few acres were seeded in Oklahoma and 
Missouri. Livestock was mostly good throughout the 
Nation. 


SMALL GRAINS: Winter wheat was generally good, but 
continued deteriorating in the Southeast from the 
lack of moisture. Heading was mostly limited to 
the Southwestern and Southeastern States, reaching 
10% in 16 of the 18 major producing States and 
equaling the average. Texas wheat headed was 10 
points ahead of normal and 5 points ahead in 
California. A few fields of winter wheat were 
harvested for grain in Texas. Wheat was jointing 
throughout the Corn Belt and Great Plains States, 
but Kansas wheat began heading. Louisiana, Texas, 
Alabama, and Arizona wheat continued turning color. 
Kansas wheat was good to excellent. Wheat 
rapidly developed with adequate moisture. Eighty 
percent of the wheat jointed, compared with the 55% 





average. Winter weeds became ae problem, but 
soil-borne Mosaic disease began declining. 
Nebraska's wheat was mostly good to fair. 
Winterkill became noticeable in central and north 
central Nebraska. Wheat in the Northwestern and 
Northern Plains States continued greening § and 
growing. 


Spring wheat seeding surged 25 points ahead of 
last week to 52% complete, 16 points ahead of 
normal. Seeding ranged from 88% complete in South 
Dakota to 40% in Minnesota. Planting was ahead of 


normal in all 5 major producing States, except 
Idaho which was 14 points behind normal. About 13 
percent of the spring wheat planted emerged. 

CORN: Corn in the 17 major producing States 
reached 22% planted, doubling the average. 


Planting was nearly complete in the Southeast and 
began in most Northern States. Emerged corn was 
mostly fair, but moisture is badly needed in the 
Southeast. Some southeastern fields were replanted 
because of poor germination and the earlier freeze. 


SORGHUM: Sorghum planting 
Southern States but moved into Missouri last week 
where 4% was seeded. Texas sorghum planting was 2 
points behind normal at 63% completion; much of the 
time lost to wetness earlier has been recovered. 
Planting progressed ahead of normal in nearly al] 
Other Southern States.

COTTON: Cotton producers in the 14 major producing 
States seeded 32% of the cotton acreage, slightly 
ahead of last year and the average. Planting was 
ahead of or equaled the norm in almost all States. 
However, wetness impeded planting in Arkansas while 
dryness slowed planting in Georgia. High winds 
with blowing sand damaged cotton in Arizona and 
California. 


OTHER CROPS: Soybean 
widespread across’ the 
Missouri seeded a few acres. 
6% planted in Missouri and Georgia, 
Soybean seeding began in Alabama, 
Texas, Virginia, and Oklahoma. 

Rice jumped from 29% 
41%--which is about normal. Seeding was 31 points 
behind normal in Texas but 30 points ahead of 
normal in Mississippi. California seeded only 5% 
of the rice, equaling last year but slightly behind 
normal. Twenty-one percent of the rice seeded 
emerged, compared with 21% in 1984 and the 24% 
average. 

Peanut planting began in all 
except Virginia and Oklahoma.

Plantbed preparation and seeding moved further 
north into Wisconsin. 

FRUIT AND NUTS: Peaches .remained mostly poor 





throughout most of the eastern half of the Nation, 
but Texas peach trees continued good fruit set. 
Frost damaged early variety peach trees in Utah. 
Apples began breaking bud in Wisconsin = and 
Pennsylvania. 

Although all available irrigation equipment was 
in use, Florida's citrus groves badly needed rain. 
Non-irrigated groves showed signs of wilt, along 
with fruit softening and very little new growth. 
Producers continued harvesting the remaining 
Valencia oranges and grapefruit. 

Arizona citrus harvest wound down but a few 
lemons were packed. California peach growers 
thinned and sprayed for twig bore. Prunes and 
almonds sized well. Olive bloom continued, 
pomegranates bloomed, and Navel orange bloom was 
light to normal.

Elsewhere, showers (10-20mm) 
in eastern Poland helped winter grains in the 
vegetative stage, while light showers (1-8mm) in 
western Poland, Czeckoslavakia, and Hungary 
allowed spring fieldwork. Significant rain 
(20-40mm) fell over Yugoslavia but only light 
showers fell over Romania and Bulgaria. 
Southeastern Romania is especially dry for crop 
development. Cold weather returned to northern 
and central Europe later in the week, slowing 
crop development. 


Gevelopment while 
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SOUTH ASIA...The region's weather changed very 
little from last week. Moderate rain fell in 
the east, while hot, dry weather covered central 
India. Very light showers (1-5mm) fell in 
northern Pakistan and India but did not 
Significantly slow wheat harvesting. 
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EASTERN ASIA...The precipitation pattern shifted 
slightly to the north. Light showers covered the 


southern rice region where moisture supplies are 
adequate. Intermediate rice planting may be 
slightly behind normal because earlier cool 
weather slowed early rice planting. A band of 
moderate to heavy rain (25-75mm) fell from 
eastern Sichuan through southern Henan and 


northern Anhui. Lighter showers (5-15mm) spread 
into Shandong. The moisture benefited winter 
wheat nearing the heading stage and summer crop 
planting in the North China Plain. Above-normal 
temperatures in eastern China accelerated crop 
development, which was slowed by earlier cool 
weather. 
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NORTHWESTERN AFRICA... Showers fell over most 
winter grain areas of Morocco and northwestern 
Algeria while dry weather prevailed over crop areas 
of eastern Algeria and Tunisia. Persistent dryness 
during heading and grain filling stressed Moroccan 
winter trops. The recent moisture provided some 
relief to immature grains and slowed further 
deterioration in the yeild potential, especially in 
northern crop areas. The rain in northwestern 
Algeria benefited grain filling. The dryness 
further east promoted grain development. Moisture 
supplies have been favorable for winter grains 
during most of the season in Algeria and Tunisia.

, A...Brazil's weather turned more 
favorable for soybean harvesting. Mostly dry 
weather covered Mato Grosso do Sul, southern 
Minas Gerais, Sao Paulo, Parana, and western 
Santa Catarina. In Rio Grande do Sul, where 
persistent wetness delayed harvesting since 
mid-March, some scattered showers fell during 
mid-week, but the mostly dry weather allowed 
substantial improvement in harvest conditions. 
Continued dry weather will be needed to make up 
for the considerable harvest lag in the south. 
Argentina's summer crop harvesting progressed 
well, with only minor interruptions due to 
scattered snowers in Santa Fe. Mostly dry 
weather covered the remaining areas, including 





northern cotton areas. Corn, sorghum, and 
sunflower harvesting pushed over 70, 50, and 80 
percent complete, respectively. Soybean 


harvesting is still in its early stages. 
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MEXICO...Seasonal sunny, dry weather dominated 
most ot the country, benefiting fieldwork but 
depleting soil moisture. Slightly 
warmer~than-usual temperatures favored rapid 
development of northwestern corn, which is in 
the tasseling and peak water use stage. 
Slightly cooler-than-normal temperatures may 
Slow northwestern wheat ripening. Occasional 


rains over the northeastern part of the southern 
Plateau corn belt should keep young corn growing 
well. The rest of the corn belt remains dry, 
delaying germination in nonirrigated fields.

two-thirds of the Prairie Provinces and over 


extreme eastern spring grain areas of Manitoba. 
Weekly precipitation generally averaged 8-26mn, 
except in east-central Saskatchewan where it was 
less than 5mm. Dry weather prevailed along the 
Saskatchewan-Manitoba border. Weekly 
temperatures averaged near to slightly above 
normal in Manitoba and Saskatchewan while below 
normal temperatures occurred in Alberta. 
Precipitation during the 2 weeks greatly 
benefited topsoils for spring crop planting and 
germination. Topsoil moisture in the 
southeastern Prairie crop areas may be somewhat 
deticient. Spring wheat planting should begin 
very soon in southern crop areas. 
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SOUTHEAST _.__ __ ASIA...Raintall increased 
substantially | in Indochina during the last 3 
weeks. Moderate to heavy rain (50-100mm) 
continued to benefit rice planting in eastern 











Thailand. Moderate rain also fell in the major 
south-central rice producing region near 
Bangkok. The light showers (mostly less than 


10mm) which fell in central Thailand's corn 
region allowed planting to progress slowly. 
Temperatures averaged favorably below normal in 
Thailand, reducing evaporation. Benefical rain 
(25-95mm) fell in much ot the Philippines as 
upland rice planting is likely beginning in 
Luzon. 
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
